1932 above the amount voted by the Convention at their meet- 
ing February 17, 1931, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

To see what action the County Convention will take in 
regard to the Jail Property at Newport. 

To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting,

Roll called by the Clerk showed the following members 
present: Hamlin, Colby, Leahy, Putnam, Turner, Warner, 
Whitcomb, Quimby, Barry, Reed of Newport, Rowell, Ward, 
Osborne and Reed of Unity, and a Quorum was present. 

Article One—Question of additional taxes for the year 
1932 open for, discussion. Financial condition of the County 
presented by Frederick W. Aiken, Chairman of the County 
Commissioners, showing that considerable more money was 
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needed to meet the additional cost of the County Poor. Gen- 
eral discussion of the situation by all members present ensued. 


Moved by Rowell of Newport, supported by Leahy of 
Claremont, that the Convention raise by taxation in 1932 an 
additional $55,000 making in all for 19382 $175,000. Extended 
remarks in favor of motion by Rowell and Leahy. Osborne of 
Sunapee and Ward of Plainfield spoke in favor of $35,000, it 
being about all the small Towns could stand in increased taxes 
for this year. A hand vote showed five members in favor and 
eight members against and the motion was lost. 


A motion to raise $45,000 was lost by hand vote five in 
favor and eight against. 


Moved by Leahy of Claremont and supported by Barry of 
Newport that the Convention raise by Taxation an additional 
sum of Fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) for the year 1932, to 
cover added expense of the County, Hand vote showed nine in 
favor and four against and Osborne of Sunapee asked for a 
roll call, Roll call showed the following members in favor of 
the motion, Colby of Claremont, Leahy of Claremont, Putnam 
of Claremont, Turner of Claremont, Warner of Claremont, 
Whitcomb of Claremont, Barry of Newport, Reed of Newport, 
Rowell of Newport, Reed of Unity; and those voting in the 
negative were: Hamlin of Charlestown, Quimby of Cornish, 
Ward of Plainfield and Osborne of Sunapee, 10 members hav- 
ing voted in the affirmative and four members having voted in 
the negative. The Chairman declared the motion carried in 
the affirmative. 


Article two—Moved by Colby of Claremont and supported 
by Barry of Newport that; The subject matter, (the County 
Jail at Newport) be left in the hands of a committee consist- 
ing of the County Commissioners and the Sullivan County 
Home Building committee, with full power to act. 


On motion of Rowell it was voted to adjourn.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Sullivan,County submit their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1932, which 
includes the reports of the Superintendent of the County Home 
and House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditor, Solicitor, Clerk 
of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Chaplain and Physician. 

We are very fortunate in that the management of the 
County Home continues under the guidance of Mr. and Mrs. 
L. M. Grout. The smooth functioning of the various activities 
gives testimony to their skill. Among the improvements on the 
farm completed within the past year are a vegetable cellar 
50x80 feet, and a blacksmith and repair shop; and the newer 
projects now being carried on are a piggery and slaughter 
house. Recipients of county aid, most of whom are from 
Claremont, have done a large part of the work. They have 
cleared away and burned much of the brush in the pastures 
leaving a larger area for feed for the cattle. No effort is 
being spared to bring the land into a highly productive state. 
It is gratifying to watch the improvement in the stock year 
by year, the outcome of the purchasing of only the highest 
grade sires. The farm also boasts three pairs of splendid work 
horses and one of the finest lots of brood sows in this section. 

The hospital is proving to be a happy investment. It is 
very well equipped; two registered nurses are in charge with 
a corps of attendants to assist them; Dr. Sanders’ services are 
available at call. A convenience for those living at the Home, 
it is also practical for persons receiving county aid, which 
means a considerable saving to the county in certain types of 
cases. The work of the nurses and doctor igs deserving of 
praise. 

Under the auspices of the N. H. Unemployment Relief 
Committee two trained investigators came into the county to 
help adjust the case load made heavier than ever before be- 
cause of prolonged unemployment. Miss Margart Price was 
stationed in the Overseer of the Poor’s office in Claremont in 
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April, 1982, and Mrs. Edna Whitney was placed in the County 
Commissioners’ office in Newport in June, where she remained 
until December when Miss Mildred Israel substituted. They 
have done good work. There is now a complete record of 
county aided cases on file in the Claremont and Newport offices. 

We wish to thank the overseers in the various towns in 
the county for their work as our agents, and the organizations 
which have interested themselves in the people at the County 
Home, for their good will. We can scarcely express our appre- 
ciation of the work of Mr. and Mrs. Grout and their assistants 
in the task of maintaining the Home at a high level.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON 


We respectfully submit this, our seventh annual report, to 
the Sullivan County Commissioners. ) 


We wish to present to the people of the county a few facts 
concerning activities at the Home during the past year, that 
they may have a better understanding of how their money is 
being spent, and may see that it is being used to improve the 
Home, the Farm, and conditions in general. 


The greater part of the spring was devoted to grading and 
beautifying the grounds, setting out trees, shrubbery, etc. Our 
prisoners were engaged much of the summer in constructing 
roads around the buildings, using stone walls as a base, covered 
with gravel. Altogether, they built more than three-quarters 
of a mile of road, thereby not only making better roads but also 
disposing of a large number of rocks and unsightly stone walls. 


We have had a large number of workers coming from Clare- 
mont and they are taken to and from the Farm in our trucks. 
These men have been a great help, for we have accomplished 
much that would not have been possible with our regular help. 


Besides building roads, grading, etc., we have erected, at a 
very low money cost, several buildings that were badly needed. 
We found it imperative to remove our carpenter and blacks- 
mith shop from its location under the Children’s Building, as 
the smoke from the forge was damaging the rooms above and 
the noise from the machinery was very annoying. Consequent- 
ly, we erected a building forty-two feet square to accommodate 
both the shops; a building well constructed, with a lumber loft 
above. This has proved a great help in our work and was buiit 
at a very low money cost. 

A place for storing vegetables was also much needed, as the 
room in the cellar, the only place available, was too small and 
the steam-pipes running through it made the room so warm 
that the vegetables spoiled. Therefore, we constructed a veg- 
etable cellar, fifty by thirty feet, built of stone and cement, with 


oO 
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a wood roof and a room above for sorting vegetables, etc. This 
has worked out very well. 

Our slaughter house and pens for brood sows were not over 
seventy-five feet from the Children’s Building and without ex- 
planation one should know the result. We have under con- 
struction a slaughter house thirty by thirty feet, with brood 
pens, thirty by one hundred feet, attached. This space will pro- 
vide twenty pens, which will be a great help, as we have an ex- 
ceptional market for young pigs, with a growing demand. We 
have also built one small brooder house, making four in all. 

Last summer all the buildings were painted, the only expense 
being the cost of the material, the town workers doing the work. 

With the labor being furnished by the town workers and un- 
der the supervision of our carpenter, all this work has been done 
with the expenditure of very little money, as the material, with 
the exception of nails, building paper, cement, and the small 
item of hardware, was practically all furnished from the Farm. 
These improvements have seemed a necessity and were accom- 
plished with as little actual money expense as possible. 

We have about six hundred cords of four-foot wood on hand. 
This wood and about ninety thousand feet of logs were cut dur- 
ing the winter. We have kept two or three gangs of men in the 
pastures cutting brush and in the pine woods trimming out and 
cutting the lower dead limbs, greatly improving the pine lots. 

Considerable work has been done in the interior of the build- 
ings, renovating furniture and painting. 

Because of the increase in the number of hospital patients 
it was thought necessary to move the sewing room to the first 
floor of the new building, thus giving us a large room for pa- 
tients. The hospital diet-kitchen was in the front of the build- 
ing, some distance from the food-elevator. This room was also 
too small to accommodate the increased number of trays. To 
remedy these deficiencies, a larger room, more accessible to the 
food-elevator, was converted into a diet-kitchen. 

In order to qualify as a Lying-In Hospital, the State required 
us to have a nursery; also, the number of babies has been in- 
creasing and it was no longer possible to keep them in the 
operating-room, as sometimes we have had four or five at one 
time. Therefore, the former diet-kitchen was made over into a 
very adequate nursery. 

The Children’s Building, partially completed during 1931, 
was finished during the first of this year, with perhaps some ex- 
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pense but we feel that it was money well-spent, as now we have 
quarters for children, surpassed by few. This building was for- 
merly the jail and was completely remodelled, most of the ma- 
terial used being salvaged from the old building. We can ac- 
commodate about thirty-five children, having separate dormi- 
tories for girls and boys and also separate play-grounds, with 
swings, slides, etc. 

We have tried to carry on with as little expense as possible 
to the County, and the people must realize that with the in- 
crease in admissions to the Home, feeding an average of about 
forty workers from Claremont daily, and with a daily average 
of over thirty patients in the hospital, there is bound to be a 
marked advance in costs over previous years. 

We regret very much the resignation of Mr. Aiken, who has 
served so long and faithfully as Commissioner. As both coun- 
selor and friend he has been a real help to us in our work. Mr. 
Barton, too, has always cooperated with us, and both these men 
have been greatly interested in the welfare of the Home and its 
residents. We shall miss their friendly interest and to both we 


-extend our thanks and well-wishes. 


In closing we wish to express our appreciation for the cooper- 
ation of our co-workers and to all the people outside the Home 
who have taken an interest in the welfare and entertainment 
of the residents.

TO PERFORM THE DUTIES OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 
FROM JANUARY 1, 1932 TO JANUARY 1, 1933 


Claremont, N. H., Feb. 7, 1933 
To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 
Gentlemen: . 

I have completed a full year as acting solicitor for Sullivan 
County. During the year I have encountered many interest- 
ing problems, both of a civil and criminal nature. I have also 
become better acquainted with the various county departments 
and I have looked upon the experience derived from my duties 
as of great benefit to me. 

In the course of the year, I have handled in Municipal Courts 
fifty-eight cases of liquor violations and have received pleas of 
guilty or convictions in each case. In addition to this there 
have been numerous minor assault cases, non-support cases, 
and matters pertaining to the custody of dependant and delin- 
quent children that have taken my attention. 

In the Superior Court, my first jury case as prosecutor, re- 
sulted in conviction of two respondents for assault with intent 
to rob and these men were sentenced to State Prison. Another 
respondent received five years for larceny and another received 
a year at the County Farm for misappropriating county funds. 

I also had a very interesting case in the Supreme Court 
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against the Town of Lempster which was decided in favor of 
the county that a person over seventy years of age can obtain 
a settlement in a town by mere residence alone. 

I have had a case against a respondent for malicious injury 
to cattle at the County Farm that will undoubtedly be for 
hearing at the coming term. There are also several other fel- 
ony cases that will be heard at this term. 

I obtain a great deal of pleasure out of my work and look 
forward to the next two years expecting to devote my time 
and attention to the interests of Sullivan County.
